SHALL THE STATE HAVE A 
"SQUARE DEAL" WITH COXISM? 


One of tbe first things achieved by the Harmon ad- 


ministration was the exposure of the means by which 
the Cox machine in Cincinnati had aided Ohio State 
Treasurers in robbing the tax payers of this state.
